The 
occasion was Empire day, to be 
celebrated throughout the common- 
wealth and empire tomorrow on 
Queen Victoria's birthday. 


"The whole postwar position that 


has come about among the great 
powers has to be reviewed in order 
that the commonwealth can be 
fitted into the new pattern of world 
powers," he 


"Our time table has been 


wrong. Mankind has refused to 
conform to our vision and is 
now visibly splitting into two 
worlds. Perhaps we shall pro- 
gress in due course from two 
worlds to one; at present it is 
two. 


"The curtain divides them. The 


curtain stands for fear, the fear 
which divides the Communist or 
totalitarian world from the free 
peoples of the West and the USSR 
in the East, while the Far East is 
still shrouded in the shadows of 
the future. In this power set-up we 
have to choose and take our place 
as a commonwealth of nations.

Stassen's Oregon Defeat 
Viewed as Destructive; 
May Support Senator

WASHINGTON, May 23 


(AP) — Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey's Oregon primary vic- 
tory over Harold E. Stassen 
was looked on in some political 
circles here today as an indirect 
boost for the GOP presidential 
darkhorse chances of Senator Van- 
denberg (R-Mich). 


Although 
Stassen has an- 


nounced he will redouble his 
efforts, many Republican poli- 
ticians outside his camp have 
begun to discount the former 
Minnesota Governor's bid for 
the nomination. 


Their viewpoint — disputed 


Quickly by the Stassen people—is 
that the youthful contender now 
can't convince the

Thomases of uninstructed delega- 
tions that he is the bandwagon 
choice.

STASSEN APPARENTLY always 
has been faced with strong opposi- 
tion among veteran Republicans 
who turn up in large numbers as 
convention delegates. 
Stassen's claim that he win have 


340 votes on the first ballot—made 
in the flush of Wisconsin and Ne- 
braska successes—now is widely 
disputed. 


But if whatever total he has 


doesn't prove to be enough to 
bring him the nomination, there 
are strong indications that 
Stassen would like to -toss his 
strength behind any move made 
in Tandenberg's direction. 


The Michigan senator continues 
to deny he is a candidate. 
But Vandenberg's denials have 
lost force^ with politicians in the 
face-oranore or. less open backing 
being given him for the nomination 
by such men as Governor James H. 
Duff of Pennsylvania and others,

THE SENATOR is known to have 
told Duff on the latter's recent visit 
here that he hoped the Pennsylva- 
nian would abandon his Vandenberg 
campaign.

LAKE SUCCESS, May 23 


'(AP)—The United States is 
expected to renew its fight this 
Week for a United 
Nations 


crackdown on the Arab in- 
vaders of Palestine. 
V$uren R. Austin, the chief 


U. S. delegate,

Security council's latest truce 
appeal fails. 


Most delegates were pessimistic 


over the chances of the cease-fire 
appeal despite news that the state 
of Israel had ordered its troops to 
stop fighting tomorrow night. 


IN VIEW OF the line taken by 


Arab representatives before the Se- 
curity council yesterday, there ap- 
peared little chance that the Arab 
countries would agree to order a 
cease-fire In the event the Arabs 
failed, the Jewis order would be 
suspended automatically. 


A meeting of the council has been 


called for 1:30 p. ai tomorrow—an 
hour and a half after the cease- 
fire deadline fixed by the council. 


There appears to toe little chance 


that either the Jews or Arabs will 
heed the truce appeal. 
In Cairo Egyptian Foreign Minis- 
ter Ahmed Khashba Pasha told 
newsmen the council's cease-fire re- 
quest "necessitates consultations be- 
tween the Arab states' governments." 


Khashba Pasha added that the 


council in effect had upheld the 
Arab countries' contentions by re- 
fusing to adopt a U. S. resolution de- 
claring a breach of peace had oc- 
curred in Palestine. 


Their Release Refused 


Turks Fearful 
Of Situation 
In Palestine 


ISTANBUL, Turkey, May 23 (fp)— 


Foreign Minister Necmeddin Sadak 
said today Turkey is deeply fearful 
over the Palestine situation, and 
wants a peace there that will leave 
the Arabs masters of then- own 
destiny. 


Sadak spoke before 
his con- 


stituents in the middle Anatolian 
province of Sivas. It was the first 
formal declaration of Turkey's posi- 
tion since it opposed the United Na- 
tions partition plan. 


"We wish with our heart 


that without bloodshed, with- 
out setting up in this region a 
continuous element of disorder 
and insecurity, a lasting solution 
could be found leaving the Arabs 
masters of their rights," Sadak 
said. 


Turkey's greatest fear is that 


the war eventually may bring in 
Russian forces and hence sandwich 
Turkey with troops of a big neighbor 
it regards as unfriendly. 


Filipinos Aroused ^ 
Over Jap Rumors 


MANILA, May 23 (#>—A whisper- 


ing campaign is circulating through- 
out Manila a rumor that the United 
States Is planning to bring Japa- 
nese carpet baggers and traders 
back to these war-ravaged islands. 
These reports are widespread, 


from cafes and barber shops in the 
financial district down to school 
children at play in the streets.
